for jiaynient, as Ms acceptance of delivery was considered as an im 
plied agreem ent to take it, 


Ender the new ruling the postm aster is not allowed to deliver 
jtapers to subscribers by mail, who have not expressly ordered their 


I»apors renewed, and the date printed upon the address label, must 
show that th e subscriber is not in arrears, or th e paper will not be 
delivered, unless the publisher affixes a one cent stam p to each ie 
linquent copy. 


The order went into effect on January I. 1908, and we urge ah 
who are now* in arrears to rem it as soon as invisible.
